APPORTIONMENT SILL. 

The Senate took up the bill to apportion rep 
resentaiion, reported by Mr. Kisk on the liJtb 
instant, and the minority report made by Mr. 
Bruner. Mr Bbdner's substitute is as follows, 

viz:] 

Mr. Bruner, from the committee on Appor 
lionment, made the lollowing minority report, as 
follows, viz: 

The minority of the committee appointed by 
the Senate, to apportion representation in the 
Senate and House of Representatives, being un 
able to 00 near in the report of the majority of 
the committee, and being of the opinion that 
the present General Assembly has no power, 
under the constitution, to apportion representa- 
tion either iu the Semite or House of Represent 
atives, would respectfully submit the following, 
among other reasons, which induced the minor! 
ty of the committee to arrive at that conclu 
sion: Iu a popular government, recognizing the 
equal rights of all the citizens, and regulated by 
their will, no principle is more radical than that 
of representation. Safety, stability, and a just 
approximation to equality of representative pow 
er, forbid that the ratio of representation should 
be left to legislative caprice or party pride, un- 
controlled by constitutional checks. ' And this is 
the theory of the present constitution of Ken 
tucky, analogous, in this respect, to the two for 
mer constitutions, all of which prescribe fixed 
times for the enumeration of the representative 
population, and the apportionment, thereupon, 
of representation in each branch of the Legisla- 
ture. And no provisions are more organic or 
inviolable than these. Our last constitution re- 
quired quadrennial enumerations and an appor- 
tionment, far four yeart succeeding each enu 
mention; our existing constitution fixed the 
year 1857 for an enumeration, and the next suc- 
ceeding legislative session for an apportionment 
for tight years, unit entry succttding tigldh ytar for 
turretsu4 enumerations, and retry proximatt lag 
•ion for tht tuccettire apportutnmtnt. And al 
though these fundamental provisions are in the 
form of injunctions, yet their obvious purpose 
leaves no ground for any implied or inherent 
power in the Legislature to authorize enumera 
tjons or make apportionments, at auy other 
times, or for a shorter or longer period, than as 
prescribed by the constitution. Such has been 
the uniform practical interpretation of each of 
our former constitutions, as well as of the con 
stitution of the United States, whieh is less spe 
cific than either el our three constitutions. And 
any other contraction would nullify tht conttitu 
twn andfruttrat, it, manifttt purpott in fixing 
lha limn and dura/ion of tach tucctuict apportion 
mtnt. 1 hen as the Legislature next succeeding 
the enumeration of 1657 chose not to make the 
apportionment, as authorized and directed by 
the constitution, can any other Legislature do it 
before the end of the period of eight years, as 
limited by the constitution? If any other can. 
then the last which may set during the present 
octade, two years of which have now expired, 
may certainly do it as well as that now in ses 
sion. Such an irregular course would derange 
the entire system wisely established by the con 



I dilution The apportionment, when made a must 
be for eight years. This cannot be done, he- 

I cause the constitution imperiously requires an- 

I othei apportionment for eight years to be made 
at the end of the now partially spent oetade. — 
And, if the present Legislature could make an 
apportionment for a shorter period than eight 
years, each succeeding Legislature would have 

' just the same right to make nn apportionment 
for only two years, or for any other period, long 

j er or shorter, in its unlimittd diterttion; and then 
the provisions of the constitution, limiting leg- 
islative power and discretion, would be as effica 
clous as a mere brutum fulmtn; all its precau 
lions would he eluded, and the agitations, unccr 
tainties, and injustice which it intended to pre- 
vent by not leaving the lime or duration of ap 
portionment to the accidents of legislative ma 
jorities, and the caprice of legislative will, would 
be unchecked by anv fundamental constitution 
Consequently, without elaborating argument 
or illustration, the minority of your committee 
are of opinion that the Legislature now sitting 
has no constitutional right to apportion represen- 
tation or change the Senatorial districts, which 
should remain as they are until the period fixed 
by the constitution. And moreover, in the judg- 
ment of the minority of your committee, the de 
termination of the last Legislature to make uo 
change in the apporlioumeul, or in the elective 
districts, is entitled, constructively, to the con- 
stitutional effect of a legislative declaration thai 
the apportionment and districts previously ar 
ranged, aud still unchanged, were about as they 
ought to be, and should therefore be continued 
for eight years, when, and not sooner, they might 
be changed under the authority of the supreme 
law of the land J. B. BRUNER. 

And concludes with a resolution ihaltnis Leg 
tslature has no power to apportion representa- 
tion 

Mr. Fisk addressed the Senate in favor of the 
bill, aud iu opposition to the ground taken by 
Mr Bruner in his report. 

Mr. Andrews addressed the Senate on the 
bill and minority report, and replied to Mr. 
Fisk. He thought that this Legislature had uo 
constitutional power to apportion representation; 
but if the Senate is to pass any bill he thinks the 
bill, so far as hu section of the State (the 9th 
district) is concerned, equitable.

erced payment by levy upou personal proper 
ty Matlas justified as collector of tax for the 
town of West Coviugton. Upou this issue ver 
diet was given for the plaintiff Shields, and the 
defendant has appealed. 

Judje Diivali. delivered the opinion 
It is questioned in this case whether the prop 
erty was liable lo taxatiou, by the municipal nu 
ihorities, under the act of incorporation. The 
power of the LegHUmre, under the Constitution, 
| to pass the incorporating act is undisputed. It 
has not been attempted to show that the local 
government was useless or oppressive, or that 
the boundaries of the town w ere annecessarily 
extended for the purpose of bringing within its 
limits properly that was not of a nature to be 
benefited by the local government Nor is any 
inequality of taxation or hardship alleged The 
plaintiff relied nn his right to exemption from 
the lax. 

The court, at the plaintilf's instance, instruct- 
ed that, if the jury believed from the evidence 
that the property was used at the time of the tax 
as a farm and not for town purposes, they should 
find for the plaintiff. The counsel for the up 
pellee insists that such instruction was proper, 
and that as part of the nine urres was devoted 
to the production of fruits and vegetables, it was, 
properly speaking, a (arm and not "devoted to 
town purposes." Therefore it is contended that 
the Legislature had uo power In subject such 
property to a town tax without the assent of the 
owners. In support ol this view Cheany cs. 
llooser, !) B. Mon., 330. is cited. 

that case, however, is not in point. On the 
contrary it is there expressly decided that when 
a town has been built and peopled, the Legisla 
ture has the power to incorporate trithout the as- 
sent, of the citizens, and necessarily to prescribe 
ami define the limits of the municipal jurisdic- 
tion. This power and discretion is only limited 
by the discrimination to be made between what 
may be with reasonable plausibility called a tax, 
for which the ebjects ot the tux may be considered 
a compensation, and that taking of private prop- 
erty for public use without any compensation. — 
Exact equality caunot be attained in taxatiou, 
but there must be a palpable departure from 
equality or a palpable appropriation of the local 
tax to the benefit of others than the tax payers 
In order to limit the taxing power. Upon this 
principle it held, (15 B. Mon., 491, ) that the act 
extending the limits of the city of Covingtou so 
as to include 167 acres belonging to Southgatc 
was invalid. It was shown that ihc land in 
question was mostly appropriated to fields; that 
there were but few houses, and that the addition 
of the property was not necessary for the purpo 
ses of the city. The case was therefore prop 
erly considered as wilhin the principle laid down 
in Cheany cs. Hooter. 

But in Sharp's ex'r vs. Diinnran, 17 B. Mon., 
223, it appeared that 34 acros of land owned by 
Sharp had been annexed to the town of Hop 
kinsvillc; that Sharp and bis family wete the on 
ly persons resident thereon, and that the land was 
used solely for agricultural purposes. It was held, 
although the case of the City of Covington rs. 
Soutltgate, supra, was urged, that the act extend 
iug the boundaries was constitutional, and that 
tbe propriety of the boundaries was not a sub- 
ject of judicial scrutiny; and that as the owners 
of the laud derived nearly all the benefits of ac- 
tual residents wilhin the town, the case was not 
such a flagrant uue us to authorize the conclusion' 
al first blush, that the tax imposed was a taking 
ol private property without compensation. Un- 
der the same act was the geM of Slites rs. Dima 
eon decided 

These cases decide, beyond doubt, the cousti 
tutional validity of the act incorporating tbe 
town of West Covington, and the consequent 
liability of all property within its limits to taxa- 
tion for municipial purposes Whether the land 
owned by the appellee is used lor one purpose or 
another is immaterial 

None of the material htots iu this case were 
controverted, aud the question of the constitu 
tional validity of the act of incorporation, and 
the assessment of the tax is a conclusion of law, 
and may be pronounced upon by the court in iU« 
instructions to the jury. This was decided in 
Sharp's ex'r cs Dunavan, supra. Were it 
otherwise, the constitutionality of such legisla 
the aots would be questions for juries. 

The judgment of the Legislature can only be 
I successfully assailed in such cases by showing a 
! palpable violation of constitutional rights, as 
j has been already observed. The actual coodi 
I Men of the town, w iih respect to territory, popu 
tattoo and locality, constitute the (acts which, if 
controverted, are to be found by the jury. 

Upon the tacts as presented in the record, Ihe 
court below should have given the peremptory 
instruction- asked by Ihe appellant to find for 
him. 

The judgment is therefore icrertcd, and the 
cause remanded for a new trial and further pro 
ceedings in conformity with the principles of 
this opinion.

He was a 
very strong and athletic Indian, and has actu- 
ally traveled on loot, to Buffalo and returned, 
between the rising and setting of the sun, which 
by the old Indian trail was 110 miles, time, I'." . 
hours. When he was 90 years of age, he was 
as erect and noble, his steps as firm and elastic 
as a youth at 20. lie died at his residence near 
Cold Spring. He was buried after the customs 
of his people, in a sitting posture, with his hunt 
ing implements around him, amid the laraenta 
tions of the fading relics of his race, that still 
linger along the shores of the Alleghany. Alas! 

"Chieftains and lueirtribcs hare perished, 
lake tbe thickets where Ihey grew."

| being no church of the same faith and order in 
Frankfort at that time,} and Irom that period lo 
her death, her walk has beeu that of an humble, 
firm, steadfast and devoted follower of the meek 
ana lowly Savior, maintaining at all times an uu- 
waveriug faith iu the power aud efficacy of tbe 
blood of the Redeemer u> save from all sin. 

The evening before her death the writer had 
the satisfaction to pay her a visit, aud was privi 
leged lo learn from her own lips that she was 
perleclly resigned to the will of God She was 
guttering much, and could ouly speak in broken 
accents. In answer to the enquiry whether she 
was willing to go, she responded promptly iu the 
affirmative, and expressed a firm aud full reli- 
ance alone upou her Lord and Sav.or Jesus 
Christ for salvation. Although her sufferings 
were such as to prevent a full expression of her 
feelings, her hopes, her desires, aud her pros- 
pects, yet I learned a sufficiency to convince me 
that she was lully prepared for the change which 
awaited her. She desired that prayer should be 
offered iu her behalf, when, on learning her 
wish, wc humbly bowed around the sick bed and 
offered our petitions to Israel's God, beseeching 
him to regard her still iu tenderness aud mercy, 
and give unto her the brightest manifestations of 
His tenderness and love. 

She is gone, she is ut rest: Aud here we feel 
that we may adopt the lauguageuf Job in which 
he says, " I'liou shalt come to thy grave in full 
age, like as a shock of corn Cometh in, in his 
season." She leaves an affectionate and aged 
husbuud, as well as several beloved children, to 
gether with mauy relations, acquaintances and 
friends to mouru her departure May God iu his 
infinite mercy graut that this bereavement may 
prove a blessing to her husband, and speedily 
bring him in humble submission to the feet of 
the Savior, and to a knowledge of the truth as 
it is in Jesus. ' , ■
